County Bar Votes 
Against State- 
Wide Practice 

Unanimous Action Taken 
After Phila. Approval 
Accused of Injustice 

The Montgomery County Bat- 
Association last Friday voted 
unanimously against permitting 
attorneys to practice in any county 
in Pennsylvania rather than only 
in their home counties. 

"It is in the public interest for 
County Courts to maintain control 
over local County Bars," the Mont- 
gomery County Association de- 
clared as it endorsed the resolu- 
tion against a move for State-wide 
practice by attorneys. 

"Through this system the admin- 
istration of justice can be admin- 
istered most efficiently and ex- 
peditiously, and congestion, con- 
fusion and delay In the causes of 
litigants avoided." 

The action was taken at a spe- 
cial meeting of the Association in 
the County Court House. Norrls- 
town, in answer to a resolution en- 
dorsing State-wide practice adopt- 
ed October 7 by the Philadelphia 
Bar Association. 

Ever since the proposal was first 
Introduced at the Pennsylvania Bar 
Association convention in Atlantic 
City last, summer, there has been 
much controversy over the ques- 
tion among lawyers and Bar Asso- 
ciation members. 

Montgomery County Association 
members have been in the "fore- 
front" in the fight to keep the 
"home rule," and copies of their 
| resolution against State-wide prac- 
tice have been forwarded to Gov- 
ernor James H. Duff, the justices 
of the State Supreme Court and 
the president judges of all county 
courts. 

In the meantime the county as- 
sociation has been accused of 
"making it practically impossible 
for an outsider to settle in Mont- 
gomery County and become a 
member of its bar." 

Laurence H. Eldredge, of Bryn 
Mawr, member of the Philadelphia 
law firm of Norris, Bell, Lex, Hart 
and Eldredge, said the county as- 
sociation's action was an injustice. 
He said he knew of one lawyer 
who applied for admission. in 1935,. 
was at the head of the waiting list 
in 1939, but still hadn't been ad- 
mitted.

7 Commissioners; 
One Opposed 

Republicans of Montgomery 
County are expected to swamp 
their Democrat opponents next 
Tuesday and elect their entire 
county ticket, which includes two 
Lower Merion Township political 
leaders. 

They are Fred C. Peters, Ard- 
more, Montgomery County G.O-P. 
leader, who is a candidate for 
election to a fourth term as coun- 
ty commissioner, and John A. La- 
fore, Haverford, candidate for 
county controller. Lafore is chair- 
man of the Lower Merion Repub- 
lican Committee. 

Coupled with the fact thRt the 
Democratic Party is only offering 
token resistance in many locali- 
ties the Republicans' preponderate 
registration alone is expected to 
result in huge majorities for the 
party. 

The Montgomry County Regis- 
tration Commission, consisting of 
three county commissioners, Pe- 
ters, Foster C. Hillegas and Ray- 
mond K. Mensch, reported this 
week that 137,953 persons would 
be eligible to vote in the County. 

Under a new law passed by the 
last session of the Pennsylvania 
State Legislature, the names of 
Republican candidates throughout 
the state will appear first on the 
election ballot. This is because the 
voters at the gubernatorial elec- 
tion chose a Republican governor. 

There is but one State office tc 
be- filled, that of the Judge of the 
Superior Court, for which the Re- 
I publicans have nominated Judge 
| John S. Fine, of Nanticoke, a na- 
tive of Luzerne County. His op- 
ponent will be Judge Ivan J. Mc- 
Kenrick, of Ebbensburg, Cambria 
County. 

First on the county ticket wiK 
be Harold G. Knight, candidate 
for reelection as Judge of the 
Court of Common Pleas, and J. 
Burnett Holland, seeking a return 
to the Orphans' Court bench. They 
appear as candidates of both par- 
ties.

Charge Builder Delays Veteran 
Housing Project, Boosts Prices

Charges that a Haverford Town- 
ship contractor is delaying un- 
necessarily completion of a veter- 
an's housing projeit in Bryn 
Mawr were levelled Wednesday 
night at a two-hour meeting, held 
in Upper" Darby. 

Thirty-three prospective owners 
representing 67 purchasers of 
homes in Bryn Mawr Farms, Coop- 
ertown and Landover Rd., met to 
protest the delay and what they 
termed an unwararnted increase in 
cost of the single stone homes. 

Eighteen months ago, the vet- 
erans disclosed, they made down 
payments on the houses, but none 
is ready for occupancy. In addition 
they charged, the builder originally 
contracted to sell the houses for 
$10,000, but is now asking a higher 
price. 

The builder Stephan Schifter, of 
2210 Darby Rd„ South Ardmore, ap- 
pealed to the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration Wednesday to set a 
ceiling of $12,500 on the homes, 



which he originally contracted to 
build for $10,000. 

"He claims his costs have risen, 
and therefore he has to ask more 
money for the houses," one veteran- 
owner told the meeting- "I'm notj 
saying he isn't right. But I think! 
the reason his costs have risen isj 
because he has delayed the build- 
ing for so long- If he had complet- 
ed the houses when he said he 
would, costs wouldn't have mount- 
ed this way." 

One after another, veterans rose 
to tell of buying prospective 
homes, 18 months ago, and of de- 
lay after delay experienced since 
that time. They told of living "dou- 
bled up" with in-laws and parents. 
of unsuccessful attempts to ■ get 
some satisfaction from the builder. 

"In my original argreement, it 
says I'll be able to move In on or 
before November 30, 1948," one of 
them said. "At the rate we're mov-
